A muggy 
atm osphere, thunder­ 
storms and vacations are associated 
with the dog days. 
Sirius rises 
with the sun about July 23 and the 
dog days include the period from 
20 days before to 20 days after this 
sim ultaneous rising.

the sun, has no influence upon 


Fewer vacant farm houses were 
reported in Pennsylvania on June I, 
this year, than at any tim e since 
records were first compiled in 1927, 
according to the federal-state crop 
reporting service. 
Estim ates based upon June I re­ 
ports this year indicate th a t out of 
every- hundred farm homes in the 
commonwealth, 86.5 were occupied 
by fam ilies engaged in agriculture, 
10.9 by families not engaged In agri­ 
culture and 2.6 were vacant. W hen 
com pared with conditions existing 
Ju n e I, 1928, it is found th a t the 
num ber of farm houses occupied by 
fam ilies engaged in farm ing has in­ 
creased only 1.5 per cent, while the 
num ber occupied by non-agrlcul- 
tural families has increased 2.1 per 
cent, and the number of vacant 
houses has decreased 2,6 per cent. 
These figures indicate th a t more of 
the houses have been occupied by 
non-agricultural than agricultural 
workers. 
Back-to-t'fiuntry 
T he reoccupation of vacant farm 
houses has been general but great­ 
est in the northern half of t h e ; 
state. 
A noticeable movement back- 
to-the-country for farming purposes 
was reported in the Schuylkill-Pike 
county 
and 
the 
Beaver-Jefferson j 
county areas. 
T he only section of the state 
which shows any pronounced de­ 
crease in number of farm houses oc­ 
cupied by agricultural workers this 
year in the face of a substantial in ­ 


crease in those occupied by non­ 
agricultural workers is the central 
area, which comprises counties from 
Clearfield and Cambria on the west 
to D auphin and Columbia on the 
east. The num ber of persons occu­ 
pying farm dwellings, not engaged 
in agriculture, has practically doubl­ 
ed in this district since 1928, while 
the num ber engaged in agriculture 
has decreased almost two per cent. 
In every other section of the state 
there are now more farm houses oc­ 
cupied by persons engaged in agri­ 
culture th a n was the case in 1928.
